Elsewhere the French are right up to the Crozat posi 
lions along virtually the ertire length of the canal, with their infar- 
try only four miles from St. Quentin and their cavalry oatrcls nard 
upon La Fere.

Shopping by the card system was 
very complicated and tile quantities 
permitted by the ration fards so small 
that a we I bhalu need meal was an Im­ 
possibility.

i g< r meal which the law allowed. 
Empty boxes were used to decorate 
the deputed show windows of the 
simps.

This led the government to or­ 
der the shopkeepers to label the boxes: 
“Empty Boxes” in order to avert such 
disturbances and riots. 
There was simply nothing to buy in 
tile food line except substitutes, and of 
these there were hundreds, caci) worse 
than the last.

When we reached Potsdam, how­ 
ever, and saw thousands of tons of 
coal hearted up between the railroad 
tracks which 
were ordinarily 
kept 
clear, we realized that preparations for I 
w ar were being made in earnest and 
we stopped to consider whether it 
would not be better after all to return 
home. Such was our ignorance of w ar 
th a t we decided that, even though it 
w ere not advisable to motor iii Bel­ 
gium and France, where we were j 
bound, we might safely plan a tour in 
the Black forest iii Germany. 
We had left Berlin late in the after­ 
noon. Iii the evening, when we arrived 
tit Gotha, we found that the younger 
wailers in the restaurants and hotels 
bad already left and that the older re­ 
serves expel ted a general call the next 
day. 
The next morning we started for 
Frankfort. As we passed through vil­ 
lage after village, war preparations be­ 
came more and more evident. Measures 
were being taken everyw here to arouse 
enthusiasm—young men gathered on 
school steps were singing patriotic 
songs, students were marching and 
speeches were being made iii the m ar­ 
ket places. 
About five o’clock that afternoon we 
arrived in Frankfort. The w hole place 
was in a fever of excitement over the 
mobilization posters and their resent­ 
ment against the French was boing 
aroused 
by 
“extras,” 
which 
were 
handed out without charge, announc­ 
ing 
that 
the 
French 
had 
already 
dropped bombs on the railroad at 
Nurnberg aud that French officers iii 
autos had over-ridden the borders. 
Tile 
ridiculous 
statements 
about 
French flyers dropping bombs on the 
la ii road at Nurnberg had not tin* 
slightest foundation, of course. 
1’iie older people who had lived 
through the w ar of 1^70 had interested 
audiences for once while they related 
past experiences and gave advice as to 
what preparations to make. 
A possi­ 
bility of food shortage seemed to be 
uppermost in all mi gds, and tile gro­ 
ceries were stormed with eager buy­ 
ers. Salt suddenly jumped to 7.7 cents 
a pound and other tilings iii propor­ 
tion. 
tin Sunday, August 2, all the gaso­ 
line in the country was commandeered, 
and we heard of many American tour­ 
ists being put out of their ears in tile 
cities and even oil country roads, no 
matter how inaccessible to trains they 
might be. We accordingly decided to 
stow our ear away in an old wagon 
shed attached to a hotel and sought to 
return to Berlin by train. 
At the railway station there was 
such a tremendous crowd that it was 
quite impossible to get anywhere near 
the ticket office, and anyway no prom­ 
ise could be given as to trains to Ber­ 
lin. 
Trunks and bags wore piled high in 
every available 
space and It 
was 
months before that enormous pile of 
baggage was finally sorted out. 
We decided to defer our effort to 
reach Berlin until Monday, since there 
seemed no hope of getting away that 
day. 
On Monday morning, the streets 
were filled with excited crowds de­ 
stroying every sign with a French 
word on it and looking for spies. Tile 
papers had announced that the coun­ 
try was full of French spies, women 
as well as men. I saw* the crowd stop 
an automobile, take a woman out and 
literally tear lier clothes to shreds be­ 
fore Hie police succeeded in rescuing 
ber from the mob and took lier to the 
policy station. 
The general supposi­ 
tion was that a1! the man spies were 
masquerading as women and the first 
thing the mob did was to pull out hair 
pins to see whether the hair was real. 
On Monday evening, we managed to 
?dge our way into the last through 
train to Berlin. We were side-tracked 
Innumerable 
times 
to

troop 
trains to pass through, and we were re­ 
quired to keup cair windows closed so 
that no en viny passenger could droo 


glad I had admired his new uniform. 
From the coupe next to ours I saw 
soldiers drag six Russians, throw them 
down and kick them in the face. and 
one was a woman! 
The train pulled 
out as th** crowd closed in on them so 
that I was unable to ascertain tin* fate 
of those innocent lint helpless passen­ 
gers. 
When we finally reached Berlin, 
about live tin* next morning, it seemed 
like a dead city. 
There was not a 
droschke, a taxi or a tram in sight. 
Every available means of locomotion 
had been mobilized for the time being. 
As we had heavy hags, we simply 
had to find something to take us home 
and after half an hour’s search far 
from the station I found an old cab 
driver who thought he could take u- 
for tile liberal bonus I agreed to pay 
him. We had hardly got seated when 
an officer tried to force us out. and 
only my wife’s quick pica of illness 
saved him a black eye and me iron 
bars or a large fine. 
After England declared war, the ef­ 
forts to capture spit s were doubled. 
and the mob had a new lot of signs to 
tear down. We were forbidden to talk 
English on tin* telephone or on Hie 
street. 
We kept to our homes rather 
closely. 
Most of the buses, taxicabs 
and horses had been commandeered, 
and the only signs of life in Berlin 
were furnished by the officers driving 
madly about 
iii high-powered 
cars 
which exceeded all speed limits and 
other traffic regulations. 
After a few days, things began to re­ 
turn to normal again. 
Tile food sup 
ply seemed ample and the headlines in 
Hie newspapers were so encouraging 
ami the reports of victories upon vic­ 
tories so convincing that every one ex­ 
pected the w ar to be over within a 
very short time and they began to eat 
up Hie stores they had so excitedly 
collected. 
Bread cards wore initiated, it is true, 
but the amount allowed was more than 
adequate for all except, perhaps, tile 
very poor who depend almost entirely 
upon bread. 
The press began advising the poo 
pie to conserve fond but at tho same 
time said that if care was taken thor* 
was no danger of there not being 
enough for all. 
School teachers gave 
daily talks to the children to eat every 
thing on their plates. One went so far 
as to announce: 
“I always lick my 
plate, children, and you should do the 
same 
The result of these warnings was 
merely to increase hoarding and buy­ 
ing from food speculators. 
I never 
knew of a single German who volun­ 
tarily deprived himself of a sing!** 
article of food out of patriotic mo­ 
tives. Tile only sacrifice a German is 
willing to make for his country is the 
one he cannot escape. 
As time went on and England’s 
blockade became increasingly effective, 
the internal condition of Germany 
went from bad to worse, and long be­ 
fore* I left Berlin, on .lanuary 22. 1918, 
conditions had become well-nigh un 
hearable.
